OTIIElf AWATtDS MADE

The New York Central Itallrond, by
its president, A. II. Fmltb, last night
nt tho Hulldlng, 29 West
Thirty-nint- h street, received the K. II
Ilarilmnn memorial gold medal for the
best record In accident prevention and
'iiilustrlal hygiene during the year
inded June 3D, 1914.

Prof, Frederick H, Mutton of Colum-
bia, CnlveM ty. In making the presenta-
tion for the American Museum of .Safety,
referred to the "remarkable record" of
